Good Roads ‘And Education 


In a report made to the Minister 
of Education for Saskatchewan, Mr. 
D. S. MeCannel, attendance 
officer in the province, to whom is 
entrusted the administration of the 
Compulsory School Attendance Act, 
says, in part, as among the reasons 
assigned for

the absence of children 
rural schools: ‘“Impassable 
but this is a condition which 
province grows

will improve as the 
older. 

In previous the writer of 
this column has dwelt upon the im- 
portance and necessity of good roads 


issues, 


in these western provinces, and also 
upon the absolute necessity. that 
farm boys and girls should be given 
the best possible education and kept 
in school as long as possible, In} 
this article we hope to make clear 
the bearing which the provision of 
good roads has upon the 
carrying out of a better schools pol- 
icy and a higher average attendance 
at school. 

There are four main groups under 
which every problem treated as pe- 
culiar to rural communities are or 
can be properly grouped: 

First: Greater production or more 
intensive farming, which is pnémarily 
a question of more population on th: 
land. 

Second: Proper educational facilt: 
ties /for the boys and girls, or provi- 
sion for a_ high school education 
without forcing parents to leave uic 
farm at the period of their greatest} 
production in order to give their 
children an even start with the town 
boy and girl in educational equip- 
ment. 

Third: Proper social and amuse- 
ment facilities for the entire family 
as a primary means of keeping them} 
contented with life on the farm. 

Fourth: The development 
community spirit, hearty 
tion in a social and economic 
as the best means for guaranteeing 
the prosperity and contentment of 
all. 

Thus, roughly, do we group the 
various topics which concern the re- 
lations of the people one with an- 
other, as distinguished from those 
which deal with those things that 
concern the individual farmer, 
as better crops and improved 
stock, 

Now analyse this proposition: 
6olution of all these problems, 
one final answer to them, the 
thing that will lay the fo.zndation that 
will make them possible, and leaves 
but details in connection with each 
to be’arranged, but without which 
success cannot be achieved, isa pass- 
able system of all-the-year good 
roads, 

In some of our more thickly pop- 
ulated districts in the West, a con- 
solidated school would mean a vast 
improvement over several small dis- 
trict schools. It would be a better 
school in every way, and provision 
for high school training would be

possible, But without good roads for 
the conveyance of pupils the consoli- 
dated school and rural high school is 


impracticable, and many of such 
schools established in the United 
States have been abandofed solely 


because of the impossibility of trans- 
porting the school children over the 
existing roads. 

But, it is said, it will take money 
to build roads. Certainly it will, and 
lots of it. But the city dweller can- 
not live in an eight or ten-room 
house with electric lights, hot water 
and other modern conveniences for 
the same outlay that he can live in 
a cave. He pays for those conyeni- 
ences and he finds that it pays him 
to pay for them, So with good 
roads—they will more than pay for 
themselves. 

Here in Western Canada we are 
somewhat inclined to look upon the 
Province of Quebec as backward and 
slow because we are not fully in- 
formed of what is transpiring there. 
Within the past fifteen years Quebec 
has been forging ahead in general 
agriculture, dairying and _ livestock 
raising faster than Ontario, and in 
some respects more rapidly and sub- 
stantially than these Western Prov- 
inces, Industrially and commerci- 
ally it is going ahead by leaps and 
bounds, and a. complete transforma- 
tion is taking place educationally. 

What is the basis for this develop- 
ment in Quebec? Everyone who has 
studied it has but one answer: Good 
roads. The Province of Quebec has 
now the best roads in the Dominion, 
as far as it has gone, and it means to 
continue until every farmer can get 
his goods to market, his childrén to 
school, and his family to church, 
without a breakdown or being mired. 

Some years ago the Provincial 
Government asked for authority to 
spend $20,000,000 on Some 
people who think the French-Cana- 
dian habitant is penurious and un- 
progressive might give some thought 
to the fact that they enthusiastically 
gave the necessary authority. That 
$20,000,000 has been spent, and Que- 
bec now leads the Dominion in good 
roads, Two or three months ago the 
Government appealed to the people 
for a new mandate to keep on spend- 
ing millions on good roads, the re- 
sult being that a majority of Govern- 
ment supporters were returned by 
acclamation.

— Located In Burma 


Chinese Worked It Until Cride Ap- 
~ pliances Failed 
Them 

London.—At a time so long ago 
that the very memory of it has faded 
Chinese prospectors, wandering over 
Burma, found a silver-bearing deposit 
and worked it until their crude ap- 
pliances failed them, Then they left 
it, 

For centuries the workings lay 
abandoned and unheeded. Not many 
years ago the deposit was rediscov- 
ered and floated as the Burma Cor- 
poration, whose shares knocked 
about an uninterested market at rub- 
bish prices. 

Development and assay have now 
revealed the interesting fact that 
those long-departed yellow men left 
behind them one hundred million 
ounces of silver, one million tons of 
lead, 750,000 tons of zinc, 30,000 tons 
of copper, the whole valued at pres- 
ent prices at between eighty and 
ninety million pounds sterling.

— “Japan is now 
violating the international agreement 
on the sale of ‘morphia by stnding 
the drug into China and placing it 
on sale there through strictly Jap- 
anes¢ channels,” declares William W. 


Lockwood of this city, who has spent 
16 years in Young Men’s Christian 
Association work in Clhina, and who 
has been director in charge of this 
work at Shanghai. 

“Following the shutting off of the 


production of opium in China,” Mr. 
Lockwood said, “the trade for mor- 
phia with Japan grew rapidly. In 


the provinces ‘or cities dominated by 
the Japan®se the sale is heaviest. 
There the Japanese have established 
their own post office and the parcels 
of the morphia are sent through the 
Japanese mails to China and are then 
distributed to the consumer through 
Japaneso druggists. The price is ex- 
ceedingly high, due to the fact that 
the Chinese government forbids its 
manufacture, and the fact that it is 
a more powerful drug than opium, 

“A newspaper in Tientsin made an 
investigation of the sale of morphia 
by the Japanese. In the capital of 
the Province of Shantung represen- 
tatives of the newspaper purchased 
morphia in 200 places.”

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Wanted to Find

Paris. — When it was evident that 
the end of the war was near _ Ger- 
many made a,systematic canvass of 
French prisoners of war in an effort 
to find men who would plead the case 
of “new Germany” in France, accord- 
ing to statements made by soldiers 
who have returned from enemy pris- 
on camps. 

This work began late in October, 
but the efforts of the Germans were 
redoubled early in November it is 
said. The French prisoners were told 

t the German Socialists wished 
Yothing more than to live on friendly 
terms with their French comrades. 
Ceti agents said they wanted to 
get in touch with French deputies to 


announce the complete triumph of 
socialistic ideas in Germany and to 
convince them of the necessity of 


clearing up differences between the 
two couttries, the prisoners say. 

‘George Ledebour, the German So- 
cial Democratic leader asked a sub- 
Ordinate French officer to impress 
upon his comrades the importance 
of uniting the proletariat of Germany 
and France, and pressing the French 
government with the plea that the 
armistice terms be made less onerous, 
it is said. Later another French of- 
ficer is reported to have been brought 
before Dr. Edouard David, one of the 
German secretaries of states, who 
received him cordially and urged that 
Germany must be fed and said that 
there was a necessity of mitigating 
the terms of the armistice especially 
as to the clause calling for delivery 
of railway material, 


Twelve Spies Shot 
During the War 


Two Women Sentenced to Die in 
Tower of London Also But 
Sentences Commuted 

London. — During the war twelve 
spicgwere shot in the tower of Lon- 
don,’according to the report now cur- 
rent. Carl Hans Lody, alias Charles 
Ainglis, who at one time was a resi- 
dent of Omaha, Nebraska, was the 
first to be executed. 

Two women spies were sentenced 
to death but both were repricved, the 
sentences being commuted to long 
prison terms, One of thé women 
Lizzie Werthe, regarded as very dan- 
gerous, was tried in company with a 
man named Rowlands. Rowlands 
was executed, The couple made fre- 
quent journeys between London and 
Rosyth, Scotland, and obtained infor- 


‘mation regarding the thovements of 


the British flect. This information, |° 
however, it is declared, never reach- 
ed Germany. 

The other woman spy was Eva De 
Bournouville, who is now undergoing 
penal servitude for life. One spy 
hanged himself in Brixton prison 
while many others convicted of es- 
pionage escaped the extreme penalty.

Fleet Is Very — 
Essential to 
Great Britain 


London, — Expounding the British 
view of the freedom of the seas, the 
legal correspondent of the Times, 
dealing among other things with the 
lessons of the war regarding naval 
operations as they appear to him, 
outlines the main British position on 
the question as follows: 


A readiness to continue, as hereto- 
fore, the freedom of the seas in times 
of peace which has been carried out 
by England, for example, as to tne 
admission of foreign vessels to coast- 
wise trade and to agree to the con- 
version into a free sea of any sca 
now treated as a closed sca, 

A strong concentration of ships 
greatly strengthened and hardened 
by the lessons of this war, to maan- 
tain a minimum of safety for our 
people and the empire and to be no 
party to any agreement conflicting 
or tampering with it, 

A belief that the conditions of war- 
fare are so changing that we must 
be careful to “protect ourselves 
against perils ahead. an 

A readiness to consider any change 
put forward by neutrals consistent 
with these essentials, 

A desire to co-operate in rendering 
impossible hideous crimes committed 
at sea, 

A readiness as far as is compatible 
with safety in the full sense to pro- 
mote any practicable scheme for a 
league of nations. 

In short, a firm resolution as to es- 
sentials and an open mind as to sec- 
ondary matters. In leading up.to-his 
conclusion, the correspondent says: 

The more the British point of view 
is understood the more it will com- 
mend itself to impartial. opinion, The 
closer we look at the question from 
the American angle the more the dif- 
ferences are likely to.be diminished. 

We are dealing with the world as 
it still is, and so far as the freedom 
of the seas interferes with the pro- 
tection of our vital interests it 
‘means a one-sided disarmament to 
the detriment of England and Eng- 
land only, 

It is indisputable that the British 
fleet saved civilization and Mr. 
Roosevelt in acknowledging the. ob- 
ligation which America owes to the 
British navy said: 

“The premier position and the vital 
needs of the British empire render 1t 
imperative that their navy should be 
the first in the world,” 

There, expressed accurately ana 
generously, is the first essential of 
British policy, 

The second essential to be borne in 
mind is the revolution in maratime 
warfare caused by the changes in the 
size of armies, the changes in wen- 
pons and munitions and in modern 
commerce, ‘ 


Ground For Anxiety 


Provinces in Europe Face Danger of 
Famine 

London, — Food Controller Clfhes, 
in a letter to the press, says that the 
world’s food supply must still for the 
time, give ground for anxiety. The 
enemy stripped many occupied pro- 
vinces of their food supplies, 

In large teritories of Europe there 
is danger of famine this winter. 

The food ministry have already 
abolished some minor restrictions, He 
hopes it will very soon be possible 
to abolish further restrictions of this 
kind, but it will clearly\ be neces- 
sary, at. least during the winter and 
spring, to continue to maintain safe- 
guards for a just and equal distribu 
tion of food supplies.

Churchill Says Solution of Question 
Rests With Ireland 

Dundee, Scotland. — Colonel Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, minister of 
munitions, speaking here, emphasized 
the impossibility of coercing Ulster 
in the matter of Home Rule for Ire- 
land. He said that the present gov- 
ernment is anxious that the problem 
be solved as soon’as possible. In dis- 
cussing this feature of the election 
campaign, Col. Churchill said: 


“Before the war we had reached 
a definite agreement with the lead- 
ers of the nationalist party that Ul- 
ster was not to be coerced, It never 
was the policy of the late Liberal 
government to take coercive steps in 
Ireland. Why do not the Irish lead- 
ers come forward noW and take up 
the burden of responsibility of gov- 
ernment within the British empire? 
Why do they not by a spontaneous 
feeling of comradeship win Ulster? 
The government is most anxious that 
the Irish question be pressed for- 
ward vigorously to a solution, 

“Great Britain goes to the peace 
conference teady to bestow self-gov- 
ernment upon Ireland. It is only 
the quarrel and disputes of the Irish- 
men themselves that prevent a solu- 
tion to thig great question, Let us 
hope they will endeavor by every 
means even of practicing patience to 
embark upon the proper road, Let 
us pray they will labor to prepare a 
way by which they shall enable this 
settlement of the Irish problem to 
be achieved so that Ireland will no 
longer remain. the. sick and ailing 
child of the British empire, but will 
take her proud place with all these 
great national forces which have 
been woven together to make up the 
mighty empire which stands so high 
today,’ Speaking” of fiscal matters, 
Col. Churchill said: 

“The financial question is becoming 
increasingly grave, We are burdened 
with an enormous debt, but about 
six-sevenths of our debt is due to our- 
selves, The difficulties connected with 
that portion can be adjusted within 
our own borders, but the external debt 
is a far greater source of pre-occupa- 
tion. We are heavily indebted to the 
United States. We have sent to 
America 400 million pounds in bul- 
lion and from 800 million pounds to 
one billion pounds in securities which 
had been gathered as a result of two 
generations of prosperous trade, 

“The payment of interest on that 
debt and the loss of interest on se- 
curities previously held will impose 
avery serious burden in coming 
yéars, We incurred that burden not 
for our own benefit but for the allies 
and Russia, As a_ result of these 
overseas liabilities we will have bur- 
dens such as we have never had be- 
fore, but we will face these difh- 
culties with courage, keeping ous 
word in every respect,”

Paris. — Returning from redeemed 
Alsace-Lorraine, Premier Clemenceau 
delivered one of the most.remarkable 
speeches ever hear the chamber 

of deputies. The gpeech dealt with 
Alsace-Lorraine and the premier was 
| greeted with enthusiasm, 

The chamber was quietly discus- 
sing-the question of mining privileges 
in Algeria when the aged premier 
made his appearance. Theres was 
hearty applause from all sides of the 
house as the “old tiger’ ascepded 
the tribune and began his address in 
a low voice. a' 

“For me in this life, which at times 
has seemed miserably long,” said 
M. Clemenceau, “it has‘ been permit- 
ted that I should travel. over the 
stage of crime which has been com- 
mitted between Bordeaux and Strass- 
burg. What has been accomplished 
surpassed anything history has ever 
registered before. 

“The redemption of Alsace-Lor- 
raine has been the goal of my life, A 
young girl to whom I spoke in 
Strassburg said to me: ‘We may now 
smile, M. Clemenceau, we have wept 
long enough,’ 

“T am speechless, Silence alone 
could cope with svch a situation. 
Many times have I felt life not worth 
living, but since young girls from 
Alsace-Lorraine in the exuberance of 
their joy kissed me, saying ‘Saviour,’ 
my journey of life is finished, 

“Some day, some one will tell you 
about those heroic sacrifices which 
have lasted half a century. We must 
go to the homes of the Elsatians and 
Lorrainians.” 

Leaving the chamber, M. Clemen- 
ceau hurried to his office #1 the min- 
istry of war in St. Dominique street, 
walking spiritedly over the court of

Spite of the Stress of War 
It is known to everybody that the 
construction of new British naval 


vessels was cairied through with 
feverish haste during the war, but the 
world is only now becoming acquain- 
ted with the remarkable results which 
were achieved in spite of the stress 
of war conditions. In peace time it 
is the custom of the British Admir- 
alty not to accept vessels except af- 
ter exhaustive preliminary ‘ trials. 
naturally, also, it is customary for 
the shipbuilders to take minute care 
of every detail of the engines and 
other equipment. War production, 
however, reached so high a stage of 
efficiency that the Admiralty was 
able to dispense with these trials. 
High-powered vessels went to sea af- 
ter a basin trial and steamed at full 
speed in a very short time, H.M.S. 
Resolution, for example, steamed 
straight*out into the North Sea be- 
fore daylight, reached her full power 
within one hour,\and ran without a 
hitch to her station in the Firth of 
Forth, Many battleships and cruisers 
went to sea fully commissioned and 
ran the necessary trials on their way 
to the appointed naval base. One 
particular destroyer raised her full 
power within seven minutes of leav- 
the piers on her first voyage. 
Only marine engineers, who know 
how the trials of a well-built ship 
may be ruined by a trifling flaw in 
one of a multitude of details, can 
fully appreciate the meaning of this 
serics of successful flying starts from 
the fitting-out basin, They form a 
magnificent tribute to the soundness 
of British engineering.
